Many firefighters from different locales took part in battling the brush fire.  One water-bucket carrying helicopter was used to assist
the men on the ground.  No injuries or serious property damage were reported.  The cause of the blaze remained unknown, though
fire officials speculated that the initial spark may have been from a cigarette tossed away by a passing motorist.
